As you are aware, one of your valuable security 
informants was recently jeopardized by poor judgment on 
the part of two Agents conducting an interview with a 
subject under the above program. As you are further aware, 
the Bureau has stressed in the past the absolute necessity 
for careful planning and preparation in connection with 
interviews being conducted under the program. It has also 
been stressed that good judgment must prevail during all 
interviews and that nothing should be done which would act 
to the detriment of the Bureau in the future. 

In view of the above, you should arrange for a series T 
of conferences to be held within thirty days of receipt of 
this letter, to include all Agents working on security work 
in your office. It should be reiterated that each interview 
in a security case must be carefully planned and thorough 
preparation must be made so that the inter viewing Agents will 
be completely prepared to talk with the subject concerning 
the subject matter selected for the interview and both will 
be perfectly familiar with what approach is to be utilized in 
attempting to conduct the interview. It should be pointed out 
that no action can be taken which would in any way jeopardize 
your present informant coverage. 

During the above conferences you should reiterate all 
previous Bureau instructions relating to the above program 
to be certain that all Agents conducting interviews" under this 
program are completely aware of these instructions. You should 
also take this opportunity to stress the need for additional 
informant coverage in your office and it might be well to 
discuss some of the more successful interviews your office has 
conducted, for the benefit of those Agents who have not 
succeeded in developing an informant under the program. You 
should be certain that all Agents authorized to conduct inter- 
views under, &bis program attend these conferences in the absence 
of some ^^jfe/good reason which dicta taa a r * n n s£ t h Of r attendance.

All Agents working on security 
work should be specifically advised that the Bureau will 
not tolerate any further incidents of this kind. The Bureau 
will expect very careful attention on the part of your office 
in connection with the above program. It is felt that progress 
is being made in the matter of increasing the Bureau f s informant 
coverage; however, it is absolutely essential that the program 
itself not cause the loss of any of our current informants and 
your office should be most careful to avoid any further 
situation such as that which recently occurred. 

You should advise the Bureau within five days of ^ " 
the receipt of this letter when you expect these conferences 
to be held and you should also advise the Bureau upon 
completion of this series of conferences.

It is my considered opinion that there is only one logical 
program to develop informants in the Communist Field and that is through 
the Toplev and SIP Programs, The SIP Program has now been cut to 
less than half in this office. There is a great need at the present 
time to develop informants in the Communist field. The Bureau has 
expressed itself along these lines and I personally feel that much 
work has to be done to develop informants. Due to this extensive 
responsibility that the NY Office has in this regard, I feel that 
the Security Informant Program on Sec. 7 should be implemented by 
3 additional agents in order to bring the total up to 21. It is 
desired to point out that the number of informants developed is dependent 
upon the number of interviews conducted. Therefore, the increase in 
the program by the addition of 3 men will increase the prospects of 
additional informants through the increased number of interviews 
handled. I do not feel that there is sufficient personnel assigned 
to this program at the present time.

Under the reorganization of the New York Office, which ~ \* 

took effect on June 14, 1954, the Midlev Squad, which had been _J^.'i' 

operated as a unit on Section 7, was dissolved and the agents »~MStf.i;« 
approved under the Security Informant Program were assigned to It 

the different units on Section 12. The theory underlying this ^fil&ij 
change was that production would he improved and interest * \ 

stimulated by having the approved agents working on a squad 
which handled matters exclusively within the borough and that 
more efficient operation would be the result. 

Since the aforementioned reorganization there has been 
an opportunity to observe the operation and result of the change 
in the Security Informant Program, and it has been noted that in 
the period of more than one month since the reorganization it 
would appear that rather than increasing efficiency the change 
has resulted in a decrease in efficiency. For instance, in the 
period from April 19 to June 14, Midlev Agents conducted an 
average of 19 plus interviews per week. In the period since 
June 14 until July 9, Midlev Agents have conducted an average of 
13 plus interviews per week. It is noted that this figure 
represents a differential of 6 interviews per week by the Midlev 
Agents. During the same period, Toplev Agents who were left in 
a status quo at the time of the reorganization conducted 3 plus 
interviews a week prior to the reorganization and 4 plus inter- 
views a week after the reorganization. The consideration, such 
as annual leave and special assignment, etc., would equally 
apply to both groups.

It has further been noted that under the reorganization 
there is a lack of centralized control over the agents conducting 
Security Informant Program interviews. It is natural that each 
supervisor has his own ideas concerning the handling of these 
interviews and that while all rules and regulations may be 
followed there will still be a difference in the handling of 
these interviews by the individual supervisor. It is felt that 
a consistent policy is necessary in this matter in order to 
result in the greatest efficiency and that were the agents on 
one section such consistent policy" would be the result. It is 
also felt that where there are only 2 Midlev Agents or 4 Midlev 
Agents assigned to a unit when vacation time occurs or one of 
the agents may be assigned to a specific project it leaves the 
other agent or agents without partners with whom they can operate 
at the highest peak of efficiency. If all of the Midlev Agents 
were on one sectfon, it would be possible to maneuver in a fashion 
which would result in no loss of efficiency even though such 
emergencies might arise. In this connection, it is noted that 
the individual agents assigned to the Midlev Program could still 
be assigned to individual boroughs and could be responsible for 
the conducting of interviews in their respective boroughs. 
However, when slack periods occurred in certain of the units 
the agents on that unit could be assigned to the unit needing help 
and which might have a backlog of interviews. In regard to control 
of policy in this matter, it would be possible to maintain complete 
tickler cards on the Security Informant Program interviews on one 
desk and the general picture could be ascertained in a much more 
efficient manner than is possible under a program where 7 or 8 
desks are handling the same matter. 

With centralization of the Midlev Squad it would also be 
possible to conduct educational programs for the agents, such as 
the dissemination of propaganda material which at the present time 
is disseminated among the Toplev Agents and discussed with them 
at conferences. It is also felt that the agents themselves would 
be given greater incentive and interest in their work if they 
could be centralized on one unit, In view of the fact that all 
agents would be engaged in the same type of work and would have 
common problems and solutions thereof.

As pointed out above, with one desk handling the entire 
Security Informant Program there would be greater uniformity 
in the handling of mail and individual problems and the files 
themselves would be handled in a consistent manner* 

It is recommended that consideration be given to the 
reformation of the Midlev Squad on the basis set forth above, 
and that this squad be handled by Sec, 7-4. It is felt that 
greater production would be achieved and that the Informant

Ordinarily, in nine cases oufc^ fcaa 
Co raunist is approached by tho Bureau 
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though mm nf fchaaa Coasualaiia fit*/* mnfimnfi VinfrU- 
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- £iu?ge-scale and sorious defections have occurrrcd 
in the^ recent past and others are brewing. Such defections 
have occurred not only in large national organizations but 
also in districts, cities and individual plants. 

A few of the more publicized cases will show that 
large sections of this Party r^roup tend to war against 
the Party and frequently overcome their blind spots 
enough to make a thorough breaks Quill and the transport 
crowd; the j-RflT groups the ETAtf leaders; the leaders of 
District 65 and Hetail Onion? Rubin and Obermior in Hotel K 
and Eestaurantj Matlos in Elcetri-eal, Jandreau and Huth 13 
Zoun^ in 0chnecdaty, plus in rany unions of the AZV, CIO b 
and large Cooperatives. 



Sometimes actual opportunists turn up in almost 
any organization,— those who mulct members and engage 
in various forms of racketeering g?he need to combat 
and defeat them is proper anywhere afc any time, but the 
Party's "opportunists* are different and as described. 

3?o be an opportunist is, in Party eyes, a deadly 
sin and no quarter is i^iven. It is roughly used to 
describe one using a position to feather his own nost» 
In the strict Harzist sense it means to abandon ethics 
and principles (communist) for transitory and immediate 
gain, Tjenin said it was to sacrifice the needs of the nany 
for the needs of a few, But the Party indiscriminately 
applies it to anyone it doesn't like or who resists its 
demands and policy, 

£oday there is a seething ferment even among CP 
unionists who are not "opportunists", £hey are insisting 
on a complete change of the Party trade union policy* 
Poster has recently been compelled to promise that "a 
discussion" will be held to loot: into the problem. 

5?hese leaders, who are told to stand fast, see their 
unions being chipped to pieces and falling apart, Uith 
their Jobs In mind they are pressing for a policy of 
retreat and urging a line to merge with or slide into a 
more respectable set-up so as to escape the heat* 

5?here will probably bo a new policy soon, but in 
view of enactment of the Anti -Comunist Control Law the 
Party's troubles in the unions will sharply accentuate, 
and meantime its troubles with it3 "opportunists" will 
become more severe* 
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Hany try resolve their problem by becoming inactive 
or quietly deserting. To do so they nay change Jobs and 
neighborhood and try break contact wSth the Party but 
without a formal break or quitting Still others remain 
but deliberately become inactive and shirk assignments. 
Others provoke real or fancied quarrels with local loaders 
as a justification for becoming inactive. Still othors 
will privately sound out friends and if on safe ground will 
let loose severe attacks against the Party leadership, its 
policies and sometines even the activities of the 

The primary cuase for this sourness is a disillusion- 
ment (in varying degrees) of the Party and the cause for 
which thoy have been fighting Among the honest people 
there is a growing comprehension that the justice, validity 
and worth of their cause is unjust, empty and not capable 
of being defended. 

■These people exhibit a growing disillusionment with 
the USSR and a loss of their starry-eyed view of it as the 
hope of the world and an international workers paradiso* 
They find themselves supposed to fight for and if nood bo 
to die for a government and a system which turns out to bo 
an opposite of what they belinvod* 

These people are in the main honest and idealistic, 
and it was their idealism which the Party baited with its 
slogans of socialise, peace* equality and human advance, 
They entered for reasons of idealism and intellectual appeal 
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but now cone to doubt, question and o/on seolc a iiay 
out of the Party. Faitn and loyaltr on their part cannot 
overcoio the cold reality that in almost every field 
th. IB3H lis oppressive and retrogressive of the ideals 
TThich brought then into the Party* 2hey foel intellectually 
betrayed and taken for a ride, They find it impossible to 
longer fi^ht for the Party when they have lost faith in 
its pragran and purposes. £he constant financial drain, 
their dislilce of nany of the leaders, and the useless 
reprisals which they endure at work and in the coranunity— 
all of which generate discord in their family life — turns 
their minds into avenues of quitting*
